The T^ame signals will prevail in all 
Citmmutiities exceiu Lake I'ortst, 
which maileti out instructions to resi- 
dents a week ago, with a different 
set of signals. To avoid confusion. 
Lake I-'orest is slicking to its original 
fciguals — an alarm of -^ix blasts of five 
cconds each, and .in all clear of two 
■blasts of one minute each. 

Here are the Rules 

Far the guidance of .Xnlioch rcsl- 
dcuti. the following rules of conduct 
are printed by the Xews, in co-oper- 
ation with .M.iyor George II.

3. 'stop YOUR CARl If you 
arc driving, first park your car at the 
curb. Be sure all lights are shut off. 
If you must drive during the black- 
put, observe traffic rules; 

Keep to the right. 

Make all crossings at intersections. 

Remember, the man or vehicle ap- 

.f'-.^lproaching from your right, has the 

right of way. 

4. SEND ALL THE MEMBERS 
OF THE FAMILY TO THE REF- 
UGE ROOM I This should be a com- 
fortable place, with as little window 
exposure as possible. All windows 
should be completely shaded to pre- 
vent light showing. Equipped with ;

Additional warm garments. 

Sec that every person has his eye- 
glasses and dentures. 

5. TURN OFF ALL GAS 
STOVE BURNERSl But leave pilot 
lights, water heaters and furnaces 
alone. Do not disconnect electricity 
or water. Fill some large corttainers 
or a bathtub with water. 

6. CHECK UP ON BLACKOUT 
ARRANGEMENTSl Be sure that 
everyone you know is acquainted with 
tliese simple rules. Do not allow a 
crack of light to show to the ousldc. 

7. No Smoking is the best rulel If 
.you must smoke, go Into a hallway, 

or covered place to strike the match. 
No smoking in the open is an even bet- 
ter rule, 

8. Keep Out of Line of Wlndowsl 
Fragments and glass splinters cause 
most casualties. 

9. Get Under a Heavy Table, or 
Overturned Davenport if bombs fall 
nearby. 

10. Don't Rush Out When the All 
Clear Signal Sounds; Maintain the 
Blackout. The raiders may return. 

n. Otherwlae Keep Cool I Be sen- 
sible; set an example to others,

This year will be a critical one for America. Every-

-an effort to reduce accidents. Ulness and labor turnover 
^o that employees can work full time. And it is takmg 
extra precautions to keep machinery in constant repair. 
All told, ifs a complicated job. this les-hour week. 
But indications are that industry is aware of the Prob- 
lems involved and Is working out solutions. as rapidly as 

■ existing conditions permit.

Food Guard 

The recent appeal of Dr. Victor G. Heiser, well- 
known medical authority, for a Home Nutrition Guard 
of the "fifteen million women-folk who prepare the food 
for the men in the nation's factories" emphasizes the 
fact that today's war effort extends to all fronts. 

Dr. Heiser. who is medical consultant to the Na- 
ional Association of Manufacturers, points out that "Uie 
stamina of those i^idunl-ial workmen is the absolute 
measure of our national -stamina to support our seapower. 
airpower and land forces. 

"Our enemies by a trcachcrou-. stroke at Pearl Har- 
bor, reduced the vitality of our overseas fighting forces 
in a single day. However, a common enemy— undcr- 
health— due to a gigantic diet deficiency, has practiced 
that same treachery for decades within our own borders, 
Indu-.trial management has fought and reduced the strik- 
ing power of this enemy with all the modern weapons at 
its command— improved lighting, sanitation, medical care 
a'nd a score of other devices."

"A reed shalcen with the wind?" 
No. "A man clothed in soft rai- 
ment?" No. *'A prophet? Yea, I 
Boy unto you, and more than a 
prophet. For this Is he, of whom it 
is written, Behold, I send my mes- 
senger before liiy face. . . . Verily I 
say unto you. Among them that ore 
born of women there hath not risen a 
greater than John the Baptist." 
Such was the testimony of Jesus 
(Matt. 11:7-11) about the man who 
? ki our lesson of today bears his tes- 
timony concerning Jesus. 

I. John: the Preacher of Repent- 
ance (vv. 1-3). 

The times In which a man lives 
will often make or break him. If 
times are dark and dinicujt most 
men submit to Iheburden of the day 
without protest or effort. But not so 
with John. The period in which he 
lived is graphically brought before 
ui as we consider the names of civil 
and religious leaders mentioned In 
verses 1 and' 2. Tiberius Caesar, 
the emperor, was virtual dictator, 
"talented, ambitious, cruel, licen- 
tious, infamous, inhuman" (Van 
Doren). Pilate was the governor of 
Judea, who later condemned Jesus 
to the cross. Herod was a seducer 
and murderer. Annas and Caiaphas 
shared the infamy into which the 
priesthood had fallen. 

God needed a man with a flam- 
ing message of judgment, and He 
had him ready out in the wilder- 
ness, far from decadent Rome and 
spiritually dead Jerusalem. Upon 
this man John came the message, 
a word from God— "Repent"— which 
stirred the wliole countryside. But 
he had even a greater mission. 

U. John— the Forerunner of Jcstis 
(vv. 4-G). 

He humbly identifies himself as 
the voice in the wilderness prophe- 
sied by Isaiah, His was the impor- 
tant duty of preparing the way for 
the coming of the Lord Jesus. 

The picture is thai of the prep- 
aration for the coming of an orien- 
tal monarch. When he "was aijout 
to make a journey, a servant was 
sent before him to prepare the high- 
way. Valleys necdud to be Hlied, 
hills lowered, crooked places made 
straight, rough ways made smooth. 
Thus, before men would be ready 
to receive Christ, moral obstacles 
must be removed, men must repent 
of their sins and turn from them" 
(Erdman). 

Isaiah says that "all flesh shall 
see the salvation of God," some- 
thing which God has made possi- 
ble, but which wc have not even yet 
fully carried out. The gospel is uni- 
versal in its character— for all man- 
kind. This proplietic word will, of 
course, have its complete fulfillment 
when llic King comes to reign. Then 
"Ihcy shall leach no more every

The ov.'ner took his 
dog homo, but in a few hours Bum 
was back again.

Heart, Stomach, Lungs 

Jumbled by Bomb Blast 

LONDON.— A bomb blast made a 
fireman's heart and stomach ciiange 
places a fraction of a second be- 
fore a shrapnel splinter pierced the 
spot where his heart should hove 
been. 

This freak of the blitz is attested 
to by surgeons who mended the 
wound and then put 41-year-old Nor- 
man Daniels' organs where they be- 
longed. 

Daniels was fighting a fire during 
a heavy raid on Lfindon when he 
heard the whistle of a bomb. He 
was bowled over by the blast and a 
splinter pierced his chest. When 
surgeons, amazed that he had sur- 
vived what apparently was a heart 
wound, examined him at Charing 
Cross hospital, they found the blast 
of the exploding bomb had moved 
his stomach, heart and lungs.

Soap, V/ater 'Scrub-Up' 

Keeps Health Line Safe 

Soap and water "keeps" down 
summer skin Inflammalions; in hos- 
pitals and receiving wards, il is 
mandatory to employ a generous 
sdap "scrub-up" and a change of 
uniform by nurses passing from one 
communicable case to another; in 
a recent experiment in dishwashing, 
it was proved that when dishes were 
subjected to hot, but clean, soapy 
water '*few bacteria survive ex- 
posure to soap water.**

Today, all over the country, there 
are local campaigns for clean dishes 
in restaurants and cafes and clean 
glasses at soda counters; in our 
nation's capital there was recently 
started a soap-and-water campaign 
by local parents and teachers; at 
an important educators' congress it 
was stated that if children were 
taught to keep their hands clean, 50 
per cent of respiratory diseases 
could be controlled. 

When America goes on wheels- 
stopping at tourist homes or camps, 
at roadside eating stands, at motor 
comfort stations— do your share to 
keep such places at high stand- 
ards of cleanliness. 

Remember, in your home or on 
the road, that cleanliness pays— 
and that personal hygiene is the 
best prophylaxis against disease.

OF CHICKS ANNUALLY 

An Essential Practice for Keeping 
Laying Houses Filled. 

"Results at the Purina Experimental 
Farm, Gray Summit, Missouri, show 
that year round brooding of chicks for 
the purpose of keeping laying houses 
flUed to capacity Is both practical and 
profitable." states C. S. Johnson, mun- 
nEcr of the Poultrj- Department for 
Purina Mills.

Tlicse figures In- 
clude the average egg production pet 
bh-d during the first laying year, and 
the value of these eggs figured on pre- 
vailing mlddlcwest "'at the farm" prices 
furnished by the D. S. Department of 
Agriculture:

"Those figures Fhow that 
started in the spring are no 
prontable than tliosc started at other 
seasons," Johnson asserts. "No one 
seems to be able to give a sound rea- 
son why this shoiddn'L be so. Brooding 
co-sts arc slightly higher for fall- 
hatched chicks, but lower costs for sum- 
mer chicks helps balance the brooding 
cost for the entire year. Fall-hatched 
chick", usually have the advantage of 
going through their first year of pro- 
duction without molting." 

On the basis of Purina Experimental 
Farm results, and using U. S. D. A. 
JO-yc.-.r avcrs-io egg prices, ho esti- 
mates that the yearly Income per 100-

Protein Holds Secrets 

Oi Life, Science Kinls 

Science every day is drawing 
closer to the secrets of life, accord- 
ing to Dr. O. L. Sponsler, professor 
of botany at the University of Cali- 
fornia at Los Anfieles. 

"We are on the threshold of 
important . discoveries— discoveries 
about protein structure which may 
tremendously increase our under- 
standing of the fnctors which con 
trol life. 

"All of the physical sciences. 
chemiMry, physics, biology, ore co- 
operatively engaged in this study, 
for eat'h complements the study of 
the otlior fields and makes greater 
understanding poEsible." 

Dr. SpHnsler points out that any 
changes In the structure of the pro- 
tein cr.n cause great changes in the 
body. Colds, cancer, warts are the 
result of such changes. 

"To picture the protein molecule, 
think of dividing a piece of bcel- 
stpak millions of times. Eventually 
you come to the smallest particle 
which is beefsteak, and an attempt- 
ed division would only result in the 
beefsteak disappearing into 3Q0 
smaller pieces, each an amino acid. 
"The millions of life forms v;hich 
•ve have come from varying the ar- 
rangements of the 300 animo acids. 
Since any rearrangement of the acid 
chain, either moving one ucid:to-an- 
olher position or rearranging an en- 
tire chain, will give us a new pro- 
tein, an almost limitless uumbcr of 
life combinations can be made."

TAXES: 

Billions on Billions 

Americans who had been given 
grim satisfaction by the President's 
stirring message to congress faced 
with what courage they could mus- 
ter the huge bill that will have to 
be paid, 56 biltions of dollars. 

Congress, to a man, had told the 
President "we will give you the 
money." 0PM had said, "\Vc can 
and will do it," and labor said, "we 
will not stop working." And tlie 
country, with surprisingly little 
grumbling, but with no small meas- 
ure of worrying, decided to dig down 
into its earnings to foot half the 
bill this year. 

Twenty-seven billions of dollars, 
taxes of nine billions on lop of 18 
billions were to be levied to meet 
as much as possible of the due bill 
as it is spent. 

On the basis of 130.000.000 people, 
the expenditure in taxes for the fed- 
eral war program, added to what- 
ever local and state taxes might be 
le%'ied, would be S204 for each per- 
son, man, woman or child; S813 
for a family of four. That of course 
was an average, with those better 
able to pay shouldering the larger 
portion of the burden. 

The "overall" war expenditure 
estimate was thus brought to 131 
billions, or three times the total 
cost to this country of World War 
No. 1. 

Mr. Roosevelt frankly had told 
newsmen it was the biggest budget 
in the history of the world. Gov- 
ernment authorities said it was twice 
the estimated annual war expendi- 
ture of Germany. 

On top of the taxes, it would be 
necessary to borrow 32 billion.s. The 
national debt, therefore, would sky- 
rocket to Sno.OOl), 000.000, or ribuut 
three times the huge tlL'ure of June, 
ID-JO. 

Tlie nine extra billion;-, the Presi- 
dent SJiid. would be dividi:!d into sev- 
en luilions in direct tEixes of various 
types, tliouyh he said lio opposed a 
general Kales lux. TiiL- other two 
billions would be in ine form of new 
socinl si:curity taxes. 

Existin'i .tiixcs of all descriptions 
would be continued, and lliey have 
been estimated- as due to produce IQ 
billions. 

The wur allocations had been spin 
a.^ follcnvs: 10 'b billions for the army; 
17 hiUions for supplemental but un- 
Epeeitiod items; seven billion.? to 
the navy; 7'- billion.s f:;i' the lease- 
lend proMrum;ll2 billions for the 
ship prut:ram, the rest for mis- 
celinncous purposes. 

Perhaps a billion c.th l>e lopped 
off of non-defenso government ac- 
tivities, ihe President said— thiit is 
all.

Britain wos exultant over the pro- 
gram, believed it adequate for Ihe 
swiftest posiiblo victory, nnd praised 
the adminislration to the skies for 
the stand it was taking, and the X- 
Y-Z or all-out plan to win the war. 

One London headline had been 
typical— "The Yanks Are Coming," 
which was the British answer to 
President Roosevelt's promise to 
send to the British Isles a largo 

a.p:.f. 

Australian premier, John Curtin. 
said the Prosidenl's plan was one 
for "working and fighting." 

Italy called the plan "sensational 
and spectacular" and was not to be 
believed. Neverlheless. the Italian 
censors did not permit the newspa- 
pers to publish the figure— 185,000 
planes, 120.000 tanks in 1043. 

Germans also were not allowed 
to discover what the American pro- 
duction plans were, and the Reich 
sources were belittling, calling the 
program a "warm-over" of previous 
utterances by the President. 

Italians went further and said that 
these armaments were all in the fu- 
ture, a future that woul'd come toe 
late. 



JAPAN: 

Still Pressing 

Reports from the Far Eastern 
fronts, with the exception of China, 
were uniformly continuing stories 
of increased Japanese pressure in 
occupied zones, and uniform efforts 
to extend Japanese operations. 

The British had doggedly been 
holding on in Malaya, but steadily 
and slowly falling back toward Sing- 
apore. 

The Japs apparently had com- 
plete mastery of the air in Luzon, 
and it was deemed only a question 
of time how long General MacAr- 
thur's army could hold out. 

Wliere the main defense was com- 
ing was obscure and remained a 
military secret, but there were cer- 
tain indications which were said to 
be giving Tokyo plenty to worry 
about. 

For instance, the naming of Wa- 
vell as supreme commander, and 
the placing of a well-trained Chi- 
nese army in Burma, together with 
other .-Mlied forces, readying them- 
selves for an onslaught on the Jap- 
anese rear at Malaya was one of 
these. 

Another was the American and 
.-\ustralian insisiencc thai strongest 
possible ajd be given tu the- Dutch. 
On top of this came the word that 
Java would be cliosen as general 
headquarters of the Allied opera- 
tions. 

A yianee at the Southwest Pacific 
maps showed the position of Java 
and Sumatra and Uieir relation to 
the Malacca straits and the open 
ocean route to the soulii to Darwin, 
.■\ustralia, and plainly indicated the 
general lactic thai was must likely 
to be pursued.

In 
the norlh ihi- Russians had oven re- 
captured Hogland island, v.-hieh had 
been taken by the Finns, and it was 
evident that the Finlanders, report- 
edly descried by their Nazi com- 
rades, were rapidly getting inlo 
the safest possible places, and los- 
ing one dangerous spot after an- 
other. 

In addition to the successes for 
the Reds on the Crimean peninsula, 
whicii were rapidly raising the siege 
of Sevastopol, the Russians were 
g.'iining in the Donets basin.

The dispute, 
of course, is between him and Leon 
Henderson, the price administrator.

Lons a serious problem to poultry- 
men, the common cold continues to he 
one of his worst enemies. 

"No one has discovered just what 

"causes colds In poultry," reports R. E. 

jSmlth, head of the Sanitation Depart- 
ment of the Rnlston Purina Company. 

l"But it Is well known tlint the disease 
often develops as a result of exposure 
to dampness, cold, drafts, and condl- 

itlons brought about by crowding and 
poor ventilation."
